THE NATIONAL DAIRY DEVELOPMENT 
BOARD (AMENDMENT) REGDLATIONS, 1988 

SEC : AP: 46 :SPL.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 48 of the National Dairy Deve¬ 
lopment Board Act, 1987 (37 of 1987), and of all 
other powers enabling him in that behalf, the Chair¬ 
man of the National Dairy Development Board, per¬ 
forming the functions of the Board of directors in

1. Short title and commencement.

(2) Save as otherwise provided in these regula¬ 
tions, the provisions thereof shall come into 
force on the date of their publication in the 
Gazette of India.
